THE CHINCHILLA 


The Chinchilla is a beautiful small fur-bearing animal from the Andes Mountains 
of South America. The fur is beautifully soft and very valuable. They are prac- 
tically extinct in their native habitat. a 

The raising of the Chinchilla is a new in- 
dustry that has become nationwide. Many 
are becoming interested in them as a profit- 
able sideline. They also make a very fascinat- 
ing money-making enterprise for the many 
who would like to retire but do not want the 
boredom of idleness. 

Chinchillas are raised in wire cages much 
like a rabbit cage, and are fed pellets, hay 
and a little greens. Cost of feeding is very 
small; about $3.00 will feed an adult Chin- 
chilla for a year. They are odorless, so may 
be kept in a spare room or in the basement 
of your house. Being a native of the high 
Andes, they do not require or want a very 
warm temperature. Not over 80 degrees in 
the summer and 50 or 60 degrees in winter is warm enough. 

The entire industry has been built on a dozen animals that were brought to the 
United States in 1923. All of the Chinchillas now being raised are being sold for 
breeding stock and probably will be for several years to come. When the supply is 
built up sufficiently, they will then start pelting them. At this time there are only 
a few Chincilla coats in existence. 

Chinchillas are sold in pairs at $1,000 to $1,600 per pair. They generally bring 
their first litter at about a year old and bring one to four to a litter. However, most 
litters are two in the litter.
